Detivering judgment, His Worship 
suid; At the outset I wish to say 
that I consider it unfortunate that the 
defendant should: not have had the 
advantage of legal representation, for 
the ense has proved to be one of some 
complexity, and, had defendant been 
represented, I should have departed 
from normal procedure and invited 
Me, Willams to address the Court 
again at the end of the hearing. 


The charge against the defendant 
is In connection with an offence with 
whieh only uw female defendant can 
be charged, and It differs in its word- 
ing from the somewhat = similar 
offence, capable of being committed 
only: by a male, of Isnowingly living, 
wholly or in part, on.the earnings of 
prostitution, We have to consider 
What the words “control, direction or 
influence” mean, As to control and 
“direction” there is not, 1.think, much 

“dtiMeulty, ‘ontrol" is defined in 
the Conelse Oxford Dictionary 25 
“Hower of directing,” command,” 
orestralnt’; and the Verb “to direct” 
uscontrol,” “govern the movements 
of,” “guide” or “order.” “Influence” 
js’ defined ag “action insensibly 
exercised over,” “ascendency,” 
“moral. power over,” and I think the 
ordinary man would say thot ordin~- 
arily “influence” mennt something 
wider and vaguer than “control and 
direction.”

Found in Japan

A number of skeletons, believedly 
the remains of tho ancient animal, 
have been discovered in Japan in the 
provinces of Izumo, Mino and Sado, 
the Holtkaido and Saghalicn and in 
America in the State of Oregon.

An important point is to have Baby 
welghed at about the same hour as 
well as on the sane day cach. week. 
Well between two feeds $8 the beat 
time if you want to get a fair cetimate 


-of the progress made 


Tf you cannot undress Baby, take a 
1it}10 parcel with you containing exactly 
similar garments to those which the 
infant ts wearing. ond. having had this 
ttle packet welghed, deduct that 
welght from thnt of the clothed baby. 


What to Expect 


There must be nothing stack about 
these weekly welghings: they must be 
carried out carcfully and exactly, other- 
wise they are uscless as oa guide to 
baby's progress. 

How much should Baby gain? This 
fs n question which puzzles many 
young mothers, and I And that most 
of them tend to expect too mush where 


_ the weekly grins are concerned. 


A rough estimate, but one that works 


out quite well, 1s to expect that the 
child should doublo its birthweight by 
the time that it is six months old, and 
that it should have tredied the birth: 
weight by its first birthday. : 

This would only apply to the average 
baby, of course. Tiny premature babics 
weighing perhaps five pounds or Icss 
often do.wonders in making up for 
thelr motest atart in life. 

Others, again, who started life os 
nine or ten pounders, may not develop 
80 rapidly ‘where welght is concerned 
during their first ycor. 


First Months 


You can bo satisfied if your baby 
gains four to six ounces every weed 
during the first six months of his hfe. 
After that hc may only gain two or 
three ounces each week, especially if 
he Is teething. : 

During his second year you can rest 
contented if he gains about 6 ounces 
each month. 

Larger gains during the first six 
months, coupled with restlessness, wind 
and signs of pain po.nt to oves-fecding: 
smallzr gning or a “standstill” go to 
show that the diet needs adjustment 
and.probably supplementing, 

I also advise you to kecb o “log. 
book" of Baby‘’s progress, for you will 
find {t an immensely interesting record, 
besides which It may prove n rently 
helpful guide should the child’s health 
enuse anxicty at any time. 

You can rule the book out for your- 
self, dividing it up Into various sections 
under the headings of Weight, Height, 
Mental Progress, Attainments (First 
Bmile. First Step.’ First Word, ete.)

Beforo ‘ironing pure ellk, first 
damp it down well and Icave the 
garment: rolled up, prior to ironing | 
with a hot-dron.

Artificial sitke requires careful 
handling, and should be pressed with Hl 
n warm (never hat)'iren on the 
wrong side; a -hot-iron Js. fatal to 
ortificial silks, spoiling the colour 
and sometimes taking a whole plece

Stockinct which has shrunk in the 
wash can be stretched bacle -to-nor= 
mal shape with the Jron; first. damp 
ft Rlightly, then iron it on the wrong 
side. The damping procrss is very: 
important, because if-the article is 
not damp enough the “wringing 
creases” simply won't come: out! ° 

Finely woven wecllics need only 
a warm Sron when dry, on the wrong 
aide, but hand-kniltted cardigans and - 
jumpers necd a damp cloth when 
lroning, with a warm fron, 

A better method, but-one which 
takes more time, is first to pin .the 
garment in,place on your froning: 
board, then carcfully press it, except 
nt walst, wrists, and lower cdge, 
with a warm iron; this treatment js 
excellent for’ a garment which has 
lost its shape in the wash, 

Linen and cotton "fancy" work 
shduld be damped well, and needs 
a hot fron to produce a “professional” 
glossy surface. 

A tlme saving method with hand- 
kerehiefs and small linens Js.to place 
them between ironing sheets and a 
Inycr of paper, before. doing large 
work, then when you have finished 
jroning, raise up the froning shect 
and you will find your small worl: 
neatly pressed, : 

To enhance your embroidery, al- 
ways fron it on the wrong side; this 
will give it an attractive raised ap- 
pearance, Mats and d’oyleys should 
always be lroned'’ from the centre 
outwards, to preserve their shape.

also it enabics one to iron the clothcs 
much more smoothly. 

Before Ironing pure sill, first 
damp {[t down’ well and leave ‘the 
Horment rolicd up, prior to ironing , 
with a hot Irn. ‘The method fs}. 
different with Shantung silk, which 
must-bé froned well on soon as it 
fs dry. : 

‘Artificial sik’ requires careful 
handling, and should be pressed with 
2 warm (never hot) fron ‘on. the 
wrong side; a hot fron js {fatal to 
artificial oilks, spoiling the. colour 
and sometimes taking a whole piece 
out of-the material. : 

Stockinct which has shrunk in.the 


-wash can be stretched -bacle. to. nor- 


mal shape with thq fron; first damp 
't slightly, then fron It on the wrong 
side. The damping process is very 
important, becnuse ff the article is 
not damp cnough the “wringing 
creases” simply won't coms out! ! 

Finely woven wocllies necd only 
a'warm Jron when dry, on the wrong 
side, but hand-knitted cardigans and. 
jumpers need a damp cloth when: 
ironing, with a warm iron, 

A better method, but one which 
takes more time, is first to pin the 
flarment In place on your ironing! 


{ board, then carefully press it, except 


at waist, wrists, and lower edge, 
with a warm fron; this treatment Is 
excelent for a garment which has 
lost its shape In the wash, . 
Linen ond cotton “fancy work

neatly pressed. 

To tnhance your cmbroldery, al- 
ways iron It on the wrong side; this 
will give it an attractive raised ap- 
pearance, Mats and d'oyleys should 
always be froned {rem the centre].
